The Pekin university, with its president 
and four professors sent out from America 
and eight Chinese professors, had accom- 
plished a great work in education before the 
siege, and is now able to do much more. 
Beside President Lowery, two of the pro- 
fessors are widely known. One, the re- 
markable Dr. Gamewell, who is a universal 
genius and a specialist-in so many lines, 
. Was the one to intrench and fortify the 
mission during the crucial weéks before the 
boxer outbreak. When the mission was 
abandoned and.all took refuge in the British 
legation the whole work of its defense was 
eonfided to Dr. Gamewell, and when the 
Siege was raised Sir Claude MacDonald 
generously acknowledged his great services 
and admitted that all within the British le- 
gation owed their lives entirely to Dr. 
Gamewell's skill and untiring labors. 
_Bince the siege Dr. Gamewell has been in 
' America altogether, acting as traveling sec- 
retary for the mission board, but he returns 
to his chair of mathematics, chemistry, and 
physics this fall. ee 
Dr, Headiand is®© well known by his con 
tributions to literature, his ‘* Chinese Mother 
Goose Melodies,” his “‘ Chinese Heroes,” and 
other Works, and is an energetic man of busi- 
ness, 28 well as a sinologue. Dr. Headland 


schools who are to enjoy the benefit of schol- 
afenipg in the Pekin university, and the 
sthelarships under his management go fur- 
ther and educate more boys than the found- 
dreamed of. 
The university is supported by direct ap- 
propriations from the Methodist board of 
missions in America, by the income from 
certain endowment funds, by direct gifts 
from good Methodists in America, and by 
the tuition fees of the paying pupils. 
The boys sleep on hard board pallets, for 
Which they supply the vedding in Chinese 
fashion, and they eat Chinese food. The ao- 
tual cost of their food is three silver dollars 
& month, and thirty United States gold dol- 
lars a year secures tuition, board, lodging, 


by country boys of the peasant class, and 
they, as usual, distance the city boys, most 
often the sons of scholars and officials. All 
instruction is given them in the Chinese 

language, but many of them elect to study 
English separately. 


The Hopkins Memorial hospital has been 
rebuilt since ‘the siege, and the handsome 
gray brick building commandsa fine position 
at the corner of Legation street, in the 
shadow of the great Hatamen tower, on the 
city wall. Its connection with the university 
places it near it, and the good work of its 
dispensaries and wards is to be rurther ex- 
tended by the erection of a woman's hospital 
‘within the university grounds, and a sepa- 

trate building for contagious diseases. 

Work in all mission and educational lines 
'4s much easier than before the siege. For- 
#ign learning is sought more eagerly than 
ever, as awakening China cees the advan- 
tages and necessity of it, and there is not 
the same superstitious prejudice among the 
middie classes and contemptuous hostility 
Aihong the upper classes. 

The one most needed lesson was driven in 
Ward and fast by the events succeeding the 
Mlege, and the craze for foreign fashions at 
court has had its effect on the common peo- 
ple.

TWO DAYS BATTLE 


Kuroki Drives Kouropatkin’s 
Left Flank from Fortified 
Heights and Across 

a River. 


MAY BE IN LIAOYANG. 


Persistent Rumor in St. Peters- 


burg That Headquarters

There are persistent rumors that Gen. Ku- 
roki has turned the Russian left flank and 
captured Liaoyang. The absence of official 
dispatches for two days is regarded as om- 
inous.

LONDON, July 23, 3:20 a. m:—It is rumored 
from Shanghai that the Japanese have cap- 
tured the western fort at Port Arthur and are 
now within a mile of the main defenses, which 
they are bombarding. The Russian garrison 
is said to be reduced by fighting and sickness 
to 20,000 men,

TOKIO, July 22.—The two days’ fighting 
on July 18 and 19 ended in a victory for the 
Japanese, the Russian retreat degenerating 
into a rout, | 

Geri. Kuroki advanced last Monday, his 
object being to capture Kiaotung, a strong 
position on the Chi river, northwest of Motien 
pass and east of Anping. The advance un- 
masked the Russians, who retired northward 
along the Chi river, Gen. Kuroki following. 

Suddenly two Russian battalions with eight 
guns turned and vigorously attacked the 
Japanese vanguard, which was severely

Russian position was determined. It was on

Vaps Attack at Midnight. 

The fighting continued until nightfall, when 
the Japanese bivouacked. The Russians 
made two counter attacks, both of which 
were repulsed. The Japanese renewed the at- 
tack at midnight, the main body operating 
against the Russian center, while detach- 


| ments. were sent to watch the respective 


flanks. Artillery was posted in the valley 
and on the heights southward. | 

The engagement became general at dawn, 
\The Russians directed the fire of thirty-two 
guns at their assailants, pouring in shell 
persistently. The Japanese artillery respond- 
ed and the gun duel lasted for four hours. 
Then the infantry advanced, and, by 3 
o'clock in the afternoon, the Japanese flank- 
ers had scaled the height occupied by the 
Russian right, whereupon the main body was 
ordered to storm the center. 

In doing this the Japanese lost severely 
from Russian rifle fire, although the artillery 
protected the movement to the utmost. 


Russian Retreat a Rout.

The Japanese lost Maj, Hiraoka, who was 
the Japanese attaché witnessing the Boer 
war, fifty-four men killed, and eighteen offi- 
cers, and 351 men wounded. 

The Japanese also attacked on July 19 a 
battalion of infan and 1,000 cavalry at 
Choshiapo, north of Shaotientse, and drove 
them across the Taitsze river, after four 
hours of fighting. The Japanese lost seven-

RUSSIAN ARMY IN PERIL.

If 
mamma heard of this she would never let me 


go bathing again.” 
Girl Plunges in Surf. 


The unknown was enjoying a swim in. 


Echo bay and got beyond her depth. 


She 


called for help repeatedly, and although the 
beach was lined with hundreds of excursion- 
ists from New York not a man went to her 


assistance. 


She was far gone when Helen 


Lippincott, a New Rochelle girl, plunged 
into the surf and swam to the drowning girl's 


assistance. 


The crowds on the beach cheered the fair 
swimmer, although they made no move to 
help. Miss Lippincott reached the unknown 
just in time to catch her by the hair as she 


was sinking for the last time. 
Both Taken in Lifeboat. 


By this time Miss Lippincott was nearly 
exhausted herself. But she kept the uncon- 
scious girl’s head above water until the life- 
boat arrived and took both girls into the 


boat. 


The rescued girl promised to write Miss 


Lippincott in a few days and {ell her who 
she is. It was learned tonight that the res- 
cued girl lives in Mount Vernon and belongs 
to a wealthy family. Her name could not 


be ascertained. 
‘Rescuer Handsome and Athletic. 


Miss Lippincott was graduated in June 
from the New Rochelle High school. She is 


a handsome girl and athletic. 


Many of the excursionists who witnessed 
the daring rescue were profuse in their 
congratulations. The heroine simply smiled 


and replied: 


*I did ‘nothing more than I would want 
done for me if I were placed in the same- 


position.”

Josephine’s friends essaped, but one of the 
crowd secubed a handful of mud from the 
street ahd threw. it at the retreating girl, 
shouting that she was a nonunion worker. 


Josephine ran for home, a block away, but’ 


almost in a moment a great crowd of boys 
and girls had surrounded her. She was a 
target for stones and mud from every direc- 
tion. When she reached her home and stum- 


led. into the doorway she was almost ex- 
hausted from the shock and bruises. 
The girl was dssisted into the house by 


ea woman who lives in the adjoining flat, 
while the crowd outside’ continued to throw 
mud and stones at the building. Police from 
the new city station were summoned by a 


boy and dispersed the rieters. 
Says She Must Work or Starve. 


In speaking of the trouble the girl said: 
“My mother and father are dead and I 


have to work for a living. I should like to go 
out with the rest of them, but if I did I 
know I should starve. Because I want to 
make an honest.living the boys and girls who 
were once my friends turn against me and 
throw mud and stones when I return from my 


day’s work.” 
The police advised the girl to learn who 


started the demonstration against her and 


secure warrants for their arrest.

LEADERS CONFER; | 
STRIKE STILL ON. 


Packers and Union Men Have 
Long Talk, but Fail to 
End Second Walkout 

at Yards. 


OTHER CITIES INVOLVED 


Mighty Labor Struggle Renewed 


Because, Workers Say, Many 
Were Discriminated 
Against. 


At the close of a five hour conference be 


tween the méat packers and the representa- 
tives of organized labor last evenit.g, the one 
thing that was certain- was this: = 


The strike of the butcher workmen, re 


newed so unexpectedly in the morning after 
thirty-six hours of peace, is still on. 


The conference will be resumed this morn- 


ing at 8 o'clock in the city office of Swift & 


Co., 240 La Salle street. Different opinions 


were expressed by the labor men as to the 
outcome of the negotiations for the settle 
ment of the reawakened struggle. — 


The packers declined to give their views 


on the prospect of peace. The renewal of 
trouble arose from the labor leaders’ notion 
that the strikers were being subjected to 
discrimination while seeking to return to 
work. 


thetic Strike Impend¢, | 
Should no adjustment of the trouble be 


reached in the joint meetings, a sympathetic 
strike of the other trades employed in the 
packing industry practically is certain. It 
was arranged for before the agreement was 
signed which terminated the original strike 


and the plans have not been changed. 
President W. G. Schardt of the Chieago 


Federation of Labor said the problem con-. 


fronting the labor representatives was not 
to persuade the other workers to §0 out ia 
support of the butchers, but to induce them ~ 
to remain at their tasks until called on: 

More rioting occurred, as told elsewhere in 
this paper. 

How tne Strike Was Renewed. 

The strike began in the Chicago yards when 
the men reported back to work. Two hours 
later it had extended, by the order of Prest- 
dent Donnelly of the union, to all the plants 
controlled by the big companies. 

When the 8,500 men and women, who ez- — 


’ pected to be put at the tasks they left in the } 


union men, declared the employers had beem 


earlier walkout, gathered about the estab- 
lishments they learned that few of them were 
wanted at once. The superintendents looked 
over the waiting lines and pointed to some, 


who were tmmediately escorted into the ae 


pufldings. Murmurs of protest atose from 
the workers. They demanded that they be 
selected as they came; without discrimina- 


tion, as was the interpretation puton ..... 


the peace agreement. | 
The cattle and sheep butchers had voted, at 
the close of the first strike, that if they were 
not reinstated in a body none of them would 
go to work. As soon, therefore, as the fore- 
man at the Armour plant appeared to be 
choosing from the men before him and opiy 
taking a few, the stewards were instructed . 


to investigate. They weretold the foremen ® 


were acting according to the agreement, and 
the men walked out. 


Few Strikers Are Re-employed. _ 
All through the yards the applicants for 
work found they were not wanted. Not & 
p.- cent of those who reported, the police 
estimated, weré engaged. The stream of 
workers turned backward and marched an- 
grily from the places where they had be- 
Heved they were to be reinstated. 

President Donnelly did not reach his of- 
fice until 7:30 o'clock. He had thought, the 
night before, that the trouble was over, and 
he allowed himself time to sleep and rest. 

Reports of the incidents of the previous 
half hour began to come to him atonce. The- 
men declared they had been discriminated 
against and that the companies were violat- 


‘Ing the agreement. When the action of the 


cattle butchers was made known to him 
Donnelly issued the order for the new strike, 


Spreads Strike Telephone. 

Then he sent this telegram to the leaders 
in the other cities: : 

“Call out men today in all departments, 
The packers have violated agreements.” 

The effect of the call was soon evident. . 
Thomas J. Connors of Armour & Co. called 
Donnelly up on the telephone and@asked an 
explanation. Donnelly told him pf the in- 
formuiion he had received. 

“ Come over to our office and talk the mat- 
ter over before you go any further,” Mr. 
Connors said. 

“ There is no use discussing it now,” Don- 
nelly replied. “The violations .re too 
patent. aay not living up to the con- 
tract.” 

Believing tHe time for positive action had 
come the union leader then got George F. 
Golden of the packing house teamsters on 

‘“We want your assistance in a sympa- 
thetic strike,’f Donnelly said. “‘ The pack- 
ers have brought on another strike.” 

Golden hesitated. He said he did not want 
to call on the teamsters without again try- 
ing peaceful means. . 

* Let me arrange another joint conference 
with the packers first,” he said. “ Perhaps 
we can settle this without extending the 
strugg 

Golden Secures a Conference. 

Golden's next move was to Communicate . 
with the representatives of the employers, 
whom he found ready to meet the labor com- 
mittee which had participated in the pre- 
vious adjustment. The conference was ar- 
ranged for at the Swift office at3p.m. To 
prepare for it, the labor men gathered at 
the Federation of Labor rooms at 56 Fifth 
avenue. 

A program was mapped out by which, if 
no settlement could be made with the pack- 
ers in half an hour, all the other trades ex- 
cept the stationary engineers were to be 
called out immediately. The labor men 
believed their hope of beating the employers 
was in hitting quick and hard. 

The union committee consisted of practical- 
ly the same men who were at Wednesday's 
meeting. It was headed by Thomas 1. Kidd, 
Donnelly, William Stirling. Nicholas Gier, 
G. F. Golden, J. W. Morton, W. G. Schardt, 


and John Fitzpatrick. The packers in the . 


conference were the following:

Both Sides Make Charges. 
From the frst, the whole dispute turned on 
the question of the discrimination. Donnelly, 
Kidd, Schardt, and Morton. speaking for the 
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unfair and had not heeded the agreement 
eovering the point. The employers answered 
that if there was any violation, they should 
have been informed. 

* Considerable heat developed in the argu- 
ment. The packers-retorted to the charges 
of discrimination that the men ‘themselves 
had not lived up to the agreement. 

“In St. Louis the strikers refused to go 
to work unless all the new men were dis- 
charged,” Edward Morris declared. Is not 
that a violation?’ | 
- Then the packers pointed to a second sen- 
tence of the agreement that seemed to indi- 
cate that they had the right to discriminate, 
as a means of settling differences in that 
respect was provided. The wording of the 
contract under which the men protested 
that they had not been treated fairly, follows: 

“The packing companies signing this 
agreement to retain all employés. now at 
work who wish to remain, and will re- 
employ all employés now out as fast as pos- 
sible without discrimination.” 

The second allusion to discrimination is to 
the effect that any striker not reémployed 


within forty-five days shall have the privilege 


of ““submitting his or her case to arbitra- 
tion, on the question of discrimination. 


Subcommittee Takes Up Problem. 

Finding the whole committee too cum- 
brous, it was decided, at 6 o’clock, to select 
a subcommittee from each side which should 
endeavor to draft a new peace proposition. 
This was to be in the nature of an inter- 
pretation of the meaning of the word “ dis- 
crimination’ and it was aleo intended to 
clear away all doubts as to the conditions 
under which the strikers were to be rein- 
stated. 

While the majority of the men in the con- 
ference went out to supper this subocom- 
mittee remained in the rooms and wrestled 
with the problem. The men comprising it 
were Thomas E. Wilson, T. J. Connors, Ea- 
ward Tilden, J. E. Maurer, and M. McLean 
for the packers and Thomas I. Kidd, G. F. 
Golden, J. W. Morton, W. G. Schardt,. and. 
W. M. Stirling for the union. 

_ When those who had gone out for some- 

thing to eat returned the smaller committtee 
was still arguing the case. It was at last 
agreed that the best thing to do would be to 
sleep on the problem, and preparations were 

made for adjournment to this morning. Mr. 
Tilden and Mr. Kidd were authorized to 
make the only statement to be @iven out 
of the deliberations. 


Official Statement of Meeting. 

“We have discussed the matter since 4 
clock,” they said, “and we have reached 
no conclusion. There is nothing to say as 
to where we now stand or what progress 
we have made. The conference will be re- 
sumed in the morning.” , 

Earlier in the day, when the struggle was 
renewed, statements were given out by the 
packers and by Donnelly. 

_ (Packers State Their Case. 

The packers’ statement follows: 

Much to our surprise the men, after reporting 
for. work this morning, and after getting started 
in nearly all the houses, were ordered out again. 
We thought the officers of the organization clearly 


Ee understood that the business had been more or less 


disrupted during the strike and that some delay 
prould be required to get started up again in any- 
thing like full capacity. It is the intention of the 
packers to carry out their agreement in every par- 
ticular; and if any house has. given cause for 
grievance the same can be, and any future griev- 
ance wil] be, readily adjusted. 


"Donnelly’s Story of Discrimination. 


Donnelly made the following declaration: 

The packers signed an agreement that there 
would be no discrimination in the rehiring of the 
men. This was accepted by the officers of the or- 
ganization in good faith. On the return of the 
men they were lined up like cattle. The foréman 

. and superintendent walking through the line would 
pick out a man and say, ‘“* You come up.” 

The next man would be pushed out of line and 
told that he could not be used. And it was always 
the good, active union man whom they cduld not 
use. We understood the agreement perfectly, and 
the strike was only called after the packers had 
violated the same. This has been their system ip 
_ the past, and that was our main reason for in- 

tisting on the time limit in the agreement, but in 

e of this the packers’ intention was to hire 
only guch men as were favorites. They also hired 
men in some departments who had not been em- 
ployed prior to the strike. 
3 Start of the Second Strike. — 
The ‘trouble which resulted in the e¢alling 
of the second strike began at the Armour 
plant. At 7 o'clock the cattle butchers re- 
ported for work ina body. The union lenders 
‘assert that Foreman James Towle of the 
cattle beds mounted the loading platform 
and, looking the crowd over, selected a man 
hefe and there, taking on about 10 per cent 
uf the union men. 

Officials of other departments of the plant 
dre said to have made insulting remarks to 
the union men, and the shop stewards de- 
manded explanations of the superintendents 
of departments. They were toid that no 
more than those already selected would be 
ee The stewards then said that none 
of the men would remain, and called all union 
employés out of the Armour plants. 
| Business agents and other union officials 
immediately visited other plants. In front 
of each of them they found dissatisfied 
groups of men, women, and giris, all telling 
of discrimination against the strikers in the 
selecting of employés. 

President Nicholas Gier of the Packing 
Trades council, one of Armour’s former em- 


piloyés who was not reinstated, mounted a 


barrel near the Morris plarit and told the 
meh that the strike was on again and ordered 
them not to go to work. 


Other union leaders were dispatched to\ 


other plants, and within half an hour only 
e few remained at work. Some of the strik- 
ers who had been reinstated refused to go 
out again. 4 
Trouble Over Striking Foreman. 

‘At the Swift plant one of the cattle houses 
was opened and all of the old union men were 
taken back except Foreman Philip Murphy. 
He was one of the few foremen to walk out, 
the foreman being ineligi for union mem- 
bership. Murphy said he did not think he 
was discriminated against, but the men at 
the plant demanded that he be given work. 
This was refused. , 

At the plant of Nelson Morris & Co. the 
wnion men declared that Head Timekeeper 
Higgins sent a number of the strike breakers 

sinto the crowd of applicants for their old 
positions and picked them out with only a few 
of the strikers. Supt. Wilson of the plant 
was said to have compiled a list of the men 
t6 be taken on. One of the articles of the 
egreement was that no nonunion men were 
to be employed until all the strikers were 
back in their old places. 

The superintendent of the Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger plant took back all the old 
union employés except Foreman Aultman, 
who was ordered off the premises. He pro- 
tested that he had a frock im the plant that 
he wanted to get.- He was told, he says, to 
get off the company’s property and his frock 
would be thrown after him. 

At the Anglo-American piant all of the pork 
butchers were reinstated, but only three of 
the fifteen cattle butchers were taken back. 

The, Hammond plant officials wanted to 
start \ short killing gang that would dispose 
of 1,200 cattle daily instead of the regular 
output of 1,600. They proposed to the union 
men that the union shop stewards should 
select the men, in order that there should 
bé no discrimination. To this the men de- 
murred and struck at once. 


: Second Exodus from Yards. 

By 8 o'clock the crowd of strikers that had 
entered the yards earlier in the morning with 
their dinner pails were streaming out of the 
gates, and the police stationed there esti- 
mated that only 5 per cent of them had been 
employed. 

“At the Libby plant all the girls who had 
been reinstated in the canning department 
remained at work after the strike order had 
been issued. 

The tieup at most of the plants was nsere 
complete yesterday than on any day since the 
first strike was called. Killing was done only 
at the plants of the Swift and Armour com- 
panies. The latter turned out 450 cattle and 
1,800 hogs. At the Swift plant 500 cattleand 
1,500 hogs were slaughtered. About 250 men 
comprised the full force at each of these 
plants after the strike in the morning. 

All the plants of the National Packing com- 
pany, including the Hammond, Omaha, and 
Anglo-American plants, were tied up, as was 
the 5. and 8. plant. Only loading was done 
at the Morris plant. 

wwBrisk buying began among the live stock 

mmission men early in the morning, but as 
soon as the renewed trouble was learned of it 
was stopped. An informal meeting of the 
commission men was held and all live stock 

intended for the big run next Monday was

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RENEW WALKOUT 


Packing Employes Through- 
out Country Obey Strike 
Order from Chicago. 


WERE READY FOR ACTION 


Dissatisfaction Shown at All 
Places at Retention of 
Nonunion Men. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 22.—President Don- 
nelly’s order to the packing house employés 
to renew the strike came as a surprise to 
both the packers and the men. It was not 
made known to the men who had been taken 
back till nearly noon, when, with few excep- 
tions, all of them again left their places. 

Although practically all of the several 
thousand men who went out originally ap- 
peared at the different plants here ready 
to work, only a limited number was taken 
back. Hach company employed only enough 
strikers to make up a complete force, No 
especial promises were made by the packers 
to those not taken in, and a strong feeling 
cf resentment developed. 

In the Armourdale district there was trou- 
ble when the men learned that all were 
not to be taken back. The strikers became 
‘angry. The feeling of hatred against the 
packers grew in foree, and for a time threat- 
ened to develop serious disorder. 


Strike Breakers Are Attacked. 

A party of strike breakers entering one of 
the plants was attacked by strikers. A gen- 
eral fist fight ensued and several nonunion 
men were beaten. None was seriously hurt, 
however, and the police soon dispersed the 
strikers. 

Many of the strikers asserted that the dif- 


| ferent packers showed deliberate discrimina- 


tion in reémploying those who were put to 
work. In some cases, it was asserted, the 
older men were: told they would never be 
hired. In no case was an official of the 
union taken back. The packers declared, 
however, that they intended to re@mploy all 
the strikers as soon as possible. 


Get Out a Riot Gun. 

St. Joseph, Mo., July 22.—[Special.]—As 
the result of a riot in the packing house dis- 
trict, in which nine strike breakers were 
badly beaten, the police commissioners to- 
night stocked the Transit house in South 
St. Joseph with riot guns. Headquarters 
have been established there by the police. 

Sixty-five police are patrolling a district 
formerly covered by three, and the strikers 
are gathered near the plants. They declare 
no nonunion man shall be put to work in 
their places. 

Feeling on the part of the strikers is ex- 
tremely bitter and more trouble is expected 
before morning. 


Omaha Men Obey Order. ©

St. Paul, Minn., July 22.—The butchers in 
Swift & Co.’s plant in South St. Paul were 
called out again today. President Willis of 
the union was the only one of the men active- 
ly engaged in the strike who was taken back. 
The order for a renewal of the strike was 
practically ineffective, as the company has at 
present about 625 men at work. This morn- 
ing there were 850 at work in the plant, and 
shortly after the order came for the men to 
go out today 225 men, embracing the entire 
“ hog gang,’’ went out, accompanied by a few 
of the beef butchers. 


Tieup at East St. Louis. 


East St. Louis, Ill., July 22—In response 
to the order from President Donnelly of the 
Butchers and Meat Cutters’ union, the 4,500 
men employed in the packing houses here, 
the majority of whom had applied for work 
and had been assigned to their old depart- 
ments, have again gonc out on a strike, and 
the packing houses are practically tiled up. 


New York Plants Running. 


New York, July 22.—H. Bichelberger and 
Joseph Masterson, who are in charge of the 
New York branch of the meat cutters and 
butchers’ union, were in conference late to- 
day with members of the firm of Schwarzs- 
child & Sulzberger and secured from them 
assurances that from now on only union men 
would be employed by them. ; 

M. J. Sulzberger, who is in charge of the 
western houses of the firm, said: 

** Although we are independent, we thought 
it expedient to join the other packers in the 
arrangement entered into with the butchers’ 
union a-few days because the same de- 
mand for increased wages and other condi- 
“tions was made on us as on the other packers. 
The arrangement we had entered into with 
the butchers’ union we will carry out to the 
letter, and our men understand this: Our 
plants in New York are now running.”’ 


NEWS SENT AFTER THE MAYOR. 


Mr. Harrison Expected to Return to 
Marquette on Tug and Telephone 
from There. 


In response to a 
newed,” Mayor Harrison is expected td 
spend the small hours of this morning on 
board the tugboat Marquette, making the 
first stage of a return journey from Huron 
Mountan, Mich. 

The arrangements for Mr. Harrison’s re- 
turn were completed by Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Sexton, after a fruitless day of 
effort to head off the chief executive before 
he should bury himself in the fastnesses of 
Huron Mountain.

I 
expect that he will take the tug to Mar- 
quette, and will telephone us from there 
tomorrow morning. If he decides that things 
look bad enough to require his presence here 
he will come back to Chicago.”

Attorney Clarenée A. Knight entered an 
indignant denial of this report, and followed 
it with a denunciation of the course of the 
attorney general. 

“ Any report,” said Mr. Knight, “ that con- 
nects the name of any of the elevated rail- 
road companies with ‘this outrageous suit is 
an absolute falsehood. I can’t say who is 
back of this assault upon $10,000,000 worth 
ef vested interests in the heart of Chicago, 
but I think it is significant to note that the 
language of the bill is identical with some 
that have been filed before. You may quote 
me as saying that no fair lawyer, after an 
honest investigation of the facts, would have 
drawn such a bill as that filed against us.” 


May Mean Loss of Loop. 

Mr. Knight asserted that a victory by the 
state meant the permanent abolition of any 
loop structure in Chicago.

MEET ENGLISHMEN TODAY 


AMERICAN ATHLETES IN GOOD 
SHAPE FOR CONTEST. 


Great Interest Manifested in Track and 
Field Sports Between Yale and 
Harvard Men and Representatives 
of Oxford and Canibridge — Both 
Teams Are Confident of Victory, the 

Yankees Being the More Hopeful — 
King Will Not Be Present. 


LONDON, July 22.—Great interest is mani- 
fested in London in the field and track sports 
which will take place tomorrow afternoop 
at the Queen’s club between teams sent by 
Harvard and Yale universities, representing 
the United States, and teams from the Uni- 
versities of Oxford and Cambridge, repre- 
senting England. 

Both teams have been training hard for the 
event.. The Oxford and Cambridge men at 
first worked separately at Oxford and Roy- 
ston respectively, later joining their forces 
at Eastbourne, and then coming to the 
grounds of the Queen’s club in order to be- 
come familiar with their characteristics. 
Since the arrival of the Americans they have 
been training at Brighton, coming only once 
to London for practice at the Queen’s club. 

The American athletes are confident they 
will win six of the nine events, while_the 
Englishmen believe that the odd event will 
determiné the victor, as they expect to win 
four. The two miles, the mile, and the half 
mile the Englishmen regard as _ sure, 
Churchill of Cambridge, Gregson of Cam- 
bridge, and Cornwallis of Oxford being slated 
by them as the winners. 

The English experts expect W. A. Schick 
Jr. of Harvard to win the 100 yards, B. J- 
Clapp of Yale the high hurdles, and G. F. 
Victor of Yale the high jump, and they say 
they would not be surprised to see them 
break the records. 

The American and English teams arrived 


manager of the Yale team, said: 

“Both the Harvard and Yale men are in 
excellent condition, and we are confident of 
victory tomorrow. While we regret the de- 
parture of F. M. Murphy, Harvard's high 
jumper, who has broken down and will not 
compete, we depend upon G. F. Vietor to win 
the high jump. Weare entirely satisfied with 
the grounds and with the arrangements that 
have been made.”

Official Report Held Back. 
. A dispatch from Gen. Kouropatkin to the 
emperor, which brings events up to July 22, 
has been received, but has not yet been give 
out. It is said to report only skirmishing be- 
tween Lieut. Gen. Count Keller's and 
the Japanese. 

Gen. Herschelmann commands the: Ninth 
division of the Tenth army corps. The en- 
gagement of the Japanese with Gen. Her- 
schelmann is the first time, so far as is 
known, in this campaign that the Japanese 
have’ cohtronted a European trained forma- 
tion of troops. 

The army organ evidently believes that the 
Japanese are preparing for a géneral ad- 
vance from the east against the Rusian left. 
The paper eattinates the Japanese purpose as 
follows: 

* The probable object of the Japanese ad- 
vance is to move into the Liao river valley, 
which is north of our position at Zanze pass, 
in order to occupy a more favorable position 
in the forward movement of the main army, 
which is posted along the Motien, Lakho, and 
Tapan passes, with a front ten miles to the 
south of the Saimatsza-Li&oyang road. 


Japs in Superior Force, 

Regarding the new advantage gained by 
the Japanese still further north of the Sai- 
matszu-Liaoyang road the army organ con- 
siders that the Japanese operations there and 
the superiority of their forces at Motien pass, 
as shown in the engagement of July 17, prove 
that there have been great changes in the 
numerical composition of the Japanese 
ferces, and adds: 

“Undoubtedly the newly formed reserve 


units have been sent from Japan to strength- 


en the armies, and some of the Japanese 
forces are being brought north from Siuyen. 
It is not improbable that the Japanese intend 
to make an attempt to occupy Lieut. Gen. 
Count Keller’s position at Zanze pass, which 
would render it much more difficult for him 
to take the offensive. 

“ But it is scarcely probable that the Jap- 
anese intend with this column to advance 
upon Liaoyang or Mukden. Such a move 
would be extremely dangerous, without a 
previous victory on the Liaoyang high road, 
end would call for the deployment of large 
forces. for which the Saimatsza-Liaoyang 
road is not suitable.” 

Japs Superior to Germans. * 

A statement of Gen. Rennenkampf, who is 
at Liaoyang, wounded, published in the Offi- 
cial Messenger, saying: “ The Japanese are 
surpassing the proverbially methodical Ger- 
mans in method and accuracy,”’ is arousing 
much comment in military circles, 

Rennenkampff is in an excellent position to 
make comparisons. He has been fighting the 
Japanese several months, and prior to the 
war he repeatedly watched the German ma- 
neuvers. His general observation is that the 
Japanese are dangerous because they so care- 
fully prepared for war, but that they are 
not a terrible foe because they are lacking in 
the requisite dash and are tied down to plans 
originating at their base. 


Only Napoleon Would Dare. 

These views are fully indorsed by military 
men here and support the belief that the 
Japanese will continue to miss opportunities 
in the future as in the past through exces- 
sive adhesion to plans drawn up even be- 
fore the war began. 

There is slight aperchenalon consequently 
tha: the Japanese will venture to push 
home their advance from Saimatsza on Liao- 
yang, as it is regarded a hazardous move, 
such only as a daring leader like Napoleon 
would undertake. 

Therefore, there is an inclination to be- 
lieve that the present move of the Japanese 
towards Liaoyang is only another diversion 
until the siege of Port A Arthur is ended. 


ALARM AT NEWCHWANG. 

NEWCHWANG, July 21, midnight.—[De- 
layed.]—It is reported that the Japanese are 
advancing in this direction and are at Tan- 
pingshan, which is twelve miles distant.

His first réle on the professional stage was 
as leading man in an Irish drama at Halifax, 
England. His first London appearance was 
at the Surrey as Tom Robinson in “* Never 
Too Late to Mend.”’ 

Wilson Barrett introduced the comic Ham- 
let, and made the wearing of the toga as 
surely the trade mark of the comedian 4s the 
red nose of the vaudeville comedy artist. He 
was always a comedian. 

Barrett toured the United States five times, 
the first in 1886. He was the author of * The 
Sign of the Cross,” “ Pharaoh,’’ “ Now-a- 
Days,” “ The Daughters of Babylon,” “ In

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** POLITICAL REFORM IN ILLINOIS. 
. | Mt. Steffens has done a number of things 
in an Article in the current issue of Mc- 
.  Olure’s magazine, which is printed in 
another column on this page, and has 
done. them well: He has made some 
trenchant remarks about the fatal error 
of blind allegiance to party. He has 
given a good definition of political corrup- 
oe tion when he describes it as “a force by 
which a representative democracy is trans- 
formed into an oligarchy representative of 
special interests, and the medium of the 
revolution is the party.” He has demon- 
strated that municipal reform to be perma- 
nent or effective must embrace state reform 
because legislatures have much to do with 
. the government of cities, which receive spe- 
cial privileges from the state because the 
state is the source of sovereignty. As for 
corruption, “the city and the State are in 
one system, and the city man and the ‘up 
state’ man have to work together to get 
what each needs,” 
All of which many people have long 
known, but it remained for Mr. Steffens to 
weave these genera] theories into an enter- 
‘taining narrative, in which citizens of Chi- 
cago and Illinois may see the practical work- 
ings of these principles in the history of the 
last nine years. And as the average man 
is slow to perceive the invisible Mr. 
Steffens has not scrupled to illustrate his 
meaning by the use of names. 
Mr. Steffens has done what Tue Tristne 
_did'a few weeks ago. He has shown the 
non-partisan-or rather bi-partisan character 
- of the ring which has controlled the political 
interests of Chicago in the council, the 
county, and the state up to the recent re- 
publican convention. He tells how the 
democratic and republican leaders worked 
together in brotherly harmony in the sys- 
tematic looting of the city and county and 
the trafficking in municipal privileges. With 
regret, doubtless, but with utter frankness, 
Re mentions banks, park boards, judges, 
merchants, business men, politicians, street 
railway ‘financiers, and other eminent citi- 
zens who were united for the exploitation of 
the public. 

Mr. Steffens draws a parallel between the 

, states of Missouri and Illinois. Graft al- 
ways employs the dominant party. In Mis- 
souri it used the democratic party, in Illinois 
the republican. The recent struggle in each 

state was to purge the dominant political 
organization of the boodlers. The overthrow 
of the Lorimer-Jamieson group was to IIH- 
nois what the victory of Folk was to Mis- 
souri. 

It now remains for the people of Missouri 
to elect. Mr. Folk and for the people of this 
State to elect Mr. Deneen to continue the 
werk, the difficulties of which Mr. Steffens 
has described. 


ALL SHOULD VOTE FOR FOLK. 

Joseph W. Folk ‘von his preliminary fight 
Thursday. He was unanimously nominated 
for governor. The anti-boodle platform 
written by him promising an unrelenting 
crusade against corruption was adopted 
without the change of a word. 

Mr. Folk has shown what a courageous 
_,@md capable reformer can do. He has 

smashed single handed a powerful political 
“machine. When he began his campaign for 
the gubernatoria! nomination the ruling pol- 
iticiaus of his party laughed at what they 
considered his presumptuous folly. Now, 
many of them are trying to get seats in his 
band wagon. in Missouri, as in other | 
states, the mass of the people hate official 
corruption, and when they see a man whom 
they believe to be sincere, able,*and not a 
erank fighting the battles of honesty they 
are always ready to follow him. 

Mr. Folk should be elected unanimously. 
Republicans should unite with democrats in 
“voting for the man who has made tlie splen- 

did record he has. The republicans are no 
less interested than the democrats in the 


is the great state issue which is before the 
people at the coming election. Republicans 
should follow Mr. Folk unquestioningly, for 
he is the best man to lead in the anti-boodle 
war. 

It is to be hoped that the people of Mis- 
souri will not content themselves with the 
election of Mr. Folk, but will choose a legis- 
lature that will cojperate heartily with him. 
There are laws against corruption which he 
wishes to have enacted. They should be 
passed. 

If the legislature is not what it should be 
Mr. Folk will use the veto power unsparing- 
dy. If any bills sent to him smell of boodle 
he will kill them. Whenever he sees the

he will put the legislature on its guard 
against them. He will enforce honesty in 
all departments of government. 

Mr. Folk’s work as governor may be less 
sensational than his work as circuit attor- 
ney, but it will be more valuable if he can re- 
deem his state from corruption. ‘Then the 
men who are fighting boodle in other states 
will labor with increased energy and hope. 
The eyes of the nation are upon Folk and 
his work. 


BRYAN AND THE DEMOCRACY. 

Mr. Bryan has announced to the country 
that the democracy is not united. In view 
of the inability of the gold democrats to se- 
cure the adoption of the principal plank in 
their platform, Mr. Bryan’s announcement 
is important. The radical democracy, as 
represented by him, views the election of 
Judge Parker as preliminary to the reor- 
ganization ef the party for the purpose of 
putting into effect the policies outlined by 
him in the statement issued day before yes- 


terday. 
Mr. Bryan renews his allegiance to the 
double standard. 


He is in favor of an income tax, which is 
not only repugnant to the conservative wing 
of the democracy but unconstitutional by 
the decision of the Supreme court. 

He demands the federal ownership of the 
telegraph system; the state ownership of 
railroads, and the municipal ownership of 
municipal franchises. 

He advocates the election of federal 

judges by the people. : 
' “Tf Mr. Parker is elected,” Mr. Bryan 
says, “his administration will rid us of im- 
perialism and the threat of the race issue 
and give us greater freedom in the taking up 
of economic questions.”’ Obviously, in Mr. 
Bryan’s opinion, Judge Parker’s election is 
a step in the direction of the control of con- 
gress by the radical democracy. Mr. Bryan 
does not agree with Judge Parker political- 
ly, but he is willing to share in the distribu- 
tion of political offices. 

Neither Mr. Bryan nor his following has 
abandoned the platforms of 1896 and 1900. ° 
His advocacy of the ownership of the -rail- 
roads by the individua! states scarcely de- 
Whatever the faults 
of corporate ownership may be, they are 
negligible as compared with the confusion 
which would arise from ownership by forty- 
five different states, controlled by forty-five 
different lots of politicians, unfamiliar with 
railroad administration, uninterested in the 
development of states other than their own, 
and occupied with their own political ad- 
vancement, 

Mr. Bryan proposes that “a board com- 
posed of representatives from the various 
states deal with interstate traffic just as 
freight and passenger boards now deal with 


constitution gives to congress the exclusive 
power “ to regulate commerce with foreign 
nations and among the several states,” and 
it says further that “no state shal] enter 
into any agreement or compact with another 
state,” and yet Mr. Bryan would have a 
board representative of the states enter into 
an agreement for the regulation of interstate 
commerce by determining what shall be fair 
freight rates. 

Whatever may be the merits of the oper- 
ation of the telegraph by the general gov- 
ernment, we have not progressed so far 
along the road of efficient administration 
that the American people care to burden the 
struggling executive with additional admin- 
istrative and economic problems. 

It was long ago decided by the American 
people tuat local affairs shall be settled by 
local legislation. The spirit of home rule 
repudiates the adoption of municipal issues 
by national parties. What may be food for 
one state may be bad for another, and what 
may be advantageous in one city may be 
inexpedient in others. 

Mr. Bryan was twice defeated, and by 

increasing majorities. After the money is- 
sue the question of most importance in the 
two campaigns was the democratic attack 
on the federal judiciary. The people once 
for all decided that the judicial system es- 
tablished at the founding of the republic had 
borne the test of time, and that the bench 
should be above popular clamor and free 
from the attacks of demagogues and the in- 
fluence of corruptionists. 
. The conservative democracy will resist 
Mr. Bryan’s policies to the last ditch. Will 
the conservative element remain in control? 
Will the creed of the party revised at the 
last convention be rewritten during the next 
four years? In twelve days how much of 
the work done by Hill has been undone by 
Bryan? In view of Mr. Bryan’s declared 
determination to “ reorganize” the democ- 
racy, can Judge Parker appeal to conserva- 
tive men for their support? 


THE STRIKE ON AGAIN. 
The agreement between the packers and 


the strikers, made on Wednesday, provided 


that former employés should be reinstated 
*as rapidly as possible” and that any 
former employé not reinstated within forty- 
five days should submit his grievance to the 
arbitration board to be appointed. 

Yesterday morning when the strikers re- 
ported at the houses they were told that 
there was work then for less than half of 
them. The packers explain that Business 
has become digorganized and that it will take 
a little time to get ready to work onthe old 
scale. ‘They say they are putting mea back 
at work “as rapidly as possible” and in- 
tend to live up to their agneement. There- 
upon President Donnelly, asserting that the 
packers had violated the agreement, ordered 
out the men at Ghicagd and other points. 
So the strike is on again. 

He acted hastily and inconsiderately. He 
should have seen the packers; listened to 
their explanations, and discussed the mat- 
ter with them. He should have done that 
out of common fairness to the packers, He 
should have asked how many men they in- 
tended to take back on Saturday and early 
next week. Instead of that he tore up the 
agreement and declared his intention to de- 
mand a sympathetic strike, paralyze the 
whole packing industry, and put the com- 
munity on short rations. 

President Donnelly ‘is too quick on the 
trigger. His. customary caution and con- 
servatism deserted him yesterday. He has 
disappointed the public and forfeited his 
claim to public support. 


THE LOOP ATTACKED. 

Attorney General Hamlin asks the Cir- 
cuit court to enjoin the elevated roads from 
further use of the unfon loop, and that the 
ordinances authorizing its use be declared 
null and void. The attorney general alleges 
that “the people of the state of [linois are 
interested in the keeping of streets and high- 
ways in municipalities open for general pub- 
lic use,”’ but the pillars of the loop interfere 
with that use. He refers also to the noise 
made by the cars and assigns other reasons 
for asking that the loop be put out of com- 
mission.

cagoans will admit that it is the duty of the

No doubt the loop ordinances are attack- 
able. The elevated roads admit as much. 
But neither the people of the city nor of the 
state will be benefited by declaring the ordi- 
nances null and void and ordering the re- 
moval of the loop structure: The thing to do 
is to validate what has been done and let 
the structure stay in spite of its obstructive 
pillars, if the companies interested will do 
away with the noise, and comply with cer- 
tain other requirements which will enable 
them to serve the public better. | 

It may be that the suit begun by the attor- 
ney general wil] make the elevated roads 
more amenable to reason. If so, that suit 
will serve an excellent purpose. But unless 
a substitute for the loop can be found its 
further use ought not to be enjoined. The 
matter should not be pressed until the coun- 
cil reassembles and can take it up with the 
companies. | 


COME TO TERMS NOW. 

The committee on local transportation is 
unanimously of the opinion that the City 
railway company in return for its waiver of 
all rights under the ninety-nine year law 
shall be given a twenty years franchise 
with the stipulation that during the first 
thirteen years of the grant the city shall not 
have the right to take over the road. The 
committee insists unanimously that during 
the thirteen years the company shall pay 5 
per cent of the gross earnings to the city, and 
that during the following seven years it 
shall pay 10 per cent. — 

This is a much smaller rate of compensa- 
tion than was talked of a year ago, but in 
view of the decision of Judges Grosscup and 
Jenkins the city may not be able to compel 
the company to give more than the commit- 
tee asks for. It is true that that decision 
has not been reviewed by the Supreme court, 
but as the case now stands the city will not 
make a bad bargain if it can get a waiver of 
all claims. under the ninety-nine year law 
and less compensation than it could rightly 
have demanded if that law had been de- 
clared invalid. 

The public would like to see the traction 
company contributing more liberally to the 
city treasury, but it also wishes to see some 
progress made in the settlement of the trac- 
tion question. It wants better service. It 
has .confidence in the committee and will 
vote its approval of the recommendations 
of the committee when given an opportunity 
to do so. 

But the company does not wish to pay 
anything, at least during the first thirteen 
years. Its representative has asked that 
the matter be put over until after Sept. 1, 
because “ official action" by the company 
cannot be taken before then. It can be. 

If the company secures such an ordinance 
as the committee has drafted it will get a 
long enough franchise to make the rehabili- 
tation of its lines profitable. It will secure 
an-opportunity to have that franchise ex- 
tended if the service is satisfactory. The 
time has come for the company to stop petti- 
fogging and procrastinating and put itself 
in a position to give the south side a decent 
service,

Just 
in the same way that every judge of the 
high court in England is compelled to accept 
a knighthood whether he likes it or not, blos- 
soming forth with the prefix of “sir” to his 
Christian name, while his wife receives the 
predicate of “ lady "’ to her surname, 60 does 
every judge of the high court of Scotland 
become ipse facto a “ lord” on his appoint- 
ment. He is allowed to choose his title, 
which is not, however, shared by his wife. 

Thus prior to Lord Kincairney’s elevation 
to the bench he was known at the Scotch 
bar as William Ellis Gloag. When appointed 
a judge he chose the title of Lord Kincairney, 
but his wife remains Mrs. Gloag. Lord Kil- 
lachy’s wife is Mrs. Mackintosh, one of the 
leaders of society in Edinburg. Several 
other of the Scotch judges have insisted upon 
retaining their family.name with the prefix 
of “lord.” Thus M. T. Stormonth Darling 
assumed on his nomination to the bench the 
style of Lord Stormonth Darling, whose wife 
remained Mrs. Stormonth Darling. Alex- 
ander Low became Lord Low, his wife re- 
maining Mrs. Low, while John McLaren and 
James. Adam became Lord McLaren and 
Lord Adam repectively. 


With regard to Lord Kingsburgh, thé lord 
justice clerk of Scotland, matters are even 


still morecomplicated. For, having receiv&i |. 


the knighthood of the Bath, his wife has be- 
come “my lady.” But she is not “ Lady” 
Kingsburgh, but “ Lady” Macdonald, that 
being the patronymic of Lord Kingsburgh. 

I am more than glad of the opportunity to 
make this explanation, as there was a story 
in the newspapers some time ago about a 
man who got into trouble and who declared 
that he-was the brother of Lord Kinnear. 
The title was sought in vain in the British 
peerage, and as it could not be found the 
man was set down as a fraud, whereas he 
had probably spoken thetruth, Lord Kinnear 
being at that time a mere Scotch law lord. 
He has since had a full fledged peerage con- 
ferred upon him. 

Of course, the Scotch law lords have no 
seat in the house of lords nor any precedence 
as peers. They are not even life peers, but 
only titular lords. The difference existing 
between their tithes and the names of their 
wives has on more than one occasion led inn- 
keepers in Wales, in Ireland, and in the south 
of England, where this pecullarity is ignored, 
to refuse on the score of propriety to accord 
them accommodation, declining to believe 
the story that Lord Kincairney could pos- 
sibly be the lawful husband of Mrs. Gloag. 


Another of these Scotch judges, who before 
he succeeded to his father’s peerage as the 
second Lord Moncreiff, was known on the 
bench as Lord Wellwood, is now engaged in 
legal proceedings with Col. Sir Alexander 
Moncreiff, a wealthy and distinguished ar- 
tilery .officer, who claims the older of the 
two baronetcies vested in the persomof the 
peer. The baronetcy in question was con- 
ferred on John Moncreiff in 1626, “‘ with the 
remainder to his heirs male whatsoever.” 
The direct line from the first baronet expired 
with the fourth, and the baronetcy then re- 
verted to his heir at law, Sir John Moncreiff, 
an eminent physician descended from Hugh 
Moncreiff, the first baronet’s brother. The 

leventh baronet, father of Lord Moncreiff, 

as created a baronet of the united kingdom 
in 1871. and was raised to the peerage in 1874. 
These Moncreiffs are not related to the fam- 
ily of Sir Thomas Moncreiffe of Perthshire, 
to which the late duchess of Atholl, the wid- 
owed countess of Dudley, and Malcolm Mon- 
creiff, married to Miss Amy Walker of Ken- 
tucky, belong. 


Of the eighteen peerages conferred by Brit- 
ish sovereigns upon women between the 
reigns of James I. and the accession to the 
throne of George III., not one remains at 
this day in existence, This is perhaps just 
as well, since in nearly every instance they 
were “ honors rooted in dishonor,” that is to 
say, granted by the monarchs to unworthy 
favorites. The reason for their disappear- 
ance from the roster of the British peerage 
is that they were in each instance. granted 
for life only, that they were meretitular dis- 
tinctions, ‘carrying with them but few of the 
prerogatives of the peerage. Indeed, since 
their recipients received no seat in the house 
of lords in connection therewith it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether they enjoyed any 
fmmunity from the jurisdiction of the or- 
dinary tribunals or could claim trial by the 
house of lords. 

Thus Charles II. created the beautiful 
Louise de Querouailles duchess of Ports- 
mouth, countess of Fareham, and Baroness 
Peterfield. But these honors became extinct 
with her death, and the son which she had 
borne the king inherited none of his mother’s 
dignities, but was ralsed to the peerage by 
his father, the king, as duke of Richmond 
and of Lenox. In the same way the duke- 
dom of Cleveland, granted by the same mon- 
arch ‘to Barbara Villiers, lapsed on her 
demise, and the son which she had borne to 
the king received from the latter the duke- 
dom of Grafton, with a number of minor 
honors, James II. made Catherine Sedley a 
baroness, King George I. raised Mme. von 
Schulemberg to the rank of duchess of Ken- 
dal for life, and George II. elevated his Ger- 
man sultana, frau von Walmoden, to the 
rank of countess of Yarmouth. 

But none of these titles, has been 
petuated, and it is exceedingly doubtful 
whether public sentiment would ever permit 
again either in England or on the continent 
the grant of nobiliary titles to ladies oceupy- 
ing the avowedly questionable position at 
court and in the intimacy of royalty as 
the duchesses of Portsmouth and of Kendal] 
and as the countess of Yarmouth. 


Lord and Lady Curzon have transferred 
their abode from Walmer place, where they 
have been residing since their return from 
India, to Walmer castle, which is said to 
stand on the exact landing place and first 
camp of Julius Cesar when he invaded Eng- 
land. It dates from the twelfth century, and 
it was. the great Prime Minister Pitt who 
transformed the gloomy old.castle into a 
comfortable country seat by adding several 
brick buildings containing the present draw- 
ing and dining rooms, and who, drying out 
the moat, converted It into a veritable garden 
of. Eden, where flowers glow and fruits ripen 


in a sun trap sheltered from the sea blasts,’ 


and yet gathering to themselves all the mys- 
terious properties contained in the sea air. 

The place is full of memories of Prime Min- 
ister Pitt, of Nelson, who visited him there 
in 1801, and of ae first duke of Wellington. 
While Walmer has now betome the country 
residence of Lord Curzon for the remainder 
of his life; the castle still ranks as a fortress. 
As such it is subject to the war department, 
and the military authorities have the keys 
of some of the oldest and deepest vaults and 
dungeons, in -whose recesses ammunition is 
stored for the service of the guns on the ram- 
parts that are regularly overhauled and kept 
in condition to use. The view from the win- 
dows and terraces is superb; and on clear 
nights the light’ of Calais can be clearly seen 
twinkling from the French side of th 
channel. 

It is not generally known that it was only 
about eight years ago that all the relics of 
the first‘duke of Wellington, including the 
bed on which he died, his campaigning chair, 
his writing bureau, shaving glass, and other 
furniture were restored to the castle, from 
which they had been removed about forty 
years ago by the second duke when Lord 
Palmerston was onthe point of selling’ them 
by auction. .

THE DANGBRS OF VACATIONS. 


HARLES V. CHAPIN, in Good House- 
keeping, has given a direct statement 
of ,the dangers of the summer. He 
says: “A distinguished writer on 
hygiene has eaid the art pf cooking 

was probably the greatest sanitary advance 
ever made. Certainly it is a great factor 
in summer hygiene. Malaria, typhoid fever, 
and gastric and intestinal disorders in all 
their varied forms are the diseases of the 
summer season, and all but the first are de- 
pendent chiefly on our food and drink. If we 
should eat only fresh food, freshly cooked, 
most of these ills could be avoided. The 
scientists call it sterilizing, but under the 
homely name of cooking it is Just as effectual, 
and the pot, the pan, and the oven are just 
as competent as the apparatus of the chem- 
ist to give us food freed from all germs; but 
the trial by fire may not atone for every 
crime, and stale food, even when cooked; 
may still contain the products of germ life, 
though the germs are killed, and it is often 
these that do the harm. , 

“In hot weather the processes of decay 
are rapid, and the thing above all others is 
to have’ fresh, food. Meats, fish, fowl, milk, 
vegetables, and fruit should be as fresh as 
possible. No matter if they are to be cooked, 
they should be fresh when put In the pot or 
oven, and they should be kept as short a 
time as possible after cooking to avoid fur- 
ther infection or putrefactive changes. 

“¥Wresh food is the basis of summer hy- 
giene, and it has two corner stones—one is 
fire and the otherisice. A good refrigerator, 
kept clean, with plenty of ice, is an economy 
in the matter of both food bills and doctor's 
bills; but ice, Iike fire, should not be used 
to cover sanitary sins. Don't try to see how 
long food can be kept on ice without spolling. 
Keep it just as short a time as you can, even 
with ice.”’ | 


The importance of puré milk has been £0 
enlarged upon in this department that it is 
unnecessary to emphasize it in this article. 
Mr. Chapin says further as to personal 
cleanliness: 
* With the exception of malaria, nearly all 
of the infectious diseases of the northern 
states are transmitted through the secretions 
and excretions of thé body. If one should 
watch his fellow beings on the streets, in 
cars, at restaurants, shops, or other public 
places, or even, it is to be feared, in intelli- 
gent homes, he would soon find that the 
secretions, and even the excretions of the 
body, are constantly finding their way to 
the fingers and thence to everything that the 
fingers touch. The fingers constantly go to 
the lips, and often into the mouth, and also 
often into the nose; pencils are moistened 
with saliva, and the same fluid is used to 
aid in turning money and the leaves of books. 
The lips are used to hold money, pins, pencils, 
and almost every conceivable article. The 
tell tale colon bacillus, which lives only in the 
intestines, has been found on the hands of 
10 per cent of the Bostonians examined for 
this germ. 


* One word about malaria. This disease is 
carried from one person to janother by a 
certain kind of mosquito and is caused in no 
other way. Any place that abounds in these 
mosquitoes and has malarial patients is 
dangerous for others—is malartous. To avoid 
malaria, don’t go to such places. Careful in- 
quiry of disinterested persons, preferably 
health officers, will usually elicit the desired 
information. | 

“Among the blessings of an outing are 
usually classed a good appetite and plenty 
of exercise; but it must be remembered that 
there may be too much of even a good thing. 
Excess in eating, induced by an unusual 
appetite, and excess in drinking, especially 
when heated and after exercise, are among 
the pitfalls of summer time. Excessive ex- 
ercise for those past middle life, and even 
for young persons who have long been de- 
prived of their due share, is often harmful. 
Mountain climbing, ‘bicycling, especially up- 
hill work, and hard rowing must be taken in 
moderation by those not trained-to it. Sea 
bathing is an excellent tonic and exercise, 
but if one is chilled or exhausted after it, 
the bath has been too long, even if only of a 
few minutes’ duration, while a good circula- 
tion, vigor and eagerness for dinner are good 
indications, even if a boy has been in and out 
of the water most of the forenoon.

Roriination of Deneen the Climax 
oer City’s Fight Against Corruption. 


HE kind of history that Chicago has- 
been making for the last eight years 
is set forth in an article by Lincoln 
Steffens in the August McClure’s. The 
‘article is one of the series entitled 
‘* Enemies of the Republic,”’ and is primarily 
devoted to a consideration of party misgov- 
ernment in Illinois. The history which Chi- 
cago has made involves the part which the 
city has played in state legislation and the 
success of the civic reform movement in de- 
livering the people of town and country from 
the piracy of corrupt politicians and business 
men. 

Mr. Steffens reviews the history of the eight 
years through the events of the gas and 
traction legislation and ending with the 
triumph of the people in securing the en- 
abling municipal ownefship legislation of last 
winter and the defeat of the republican ma- 
chine by the nomination of Charles 8. Deneen 
for governor. 

That graft knows no politics, but flourishes 
in one party as luxuriously as in another is 
the preface with which Mr. Steffens intro- 
duces his account of the division of spoils 
in Jilinois. He relates how the democrats, 
dominated at that time by “ Bobby ” Burke, 
John P. Hopkins, John Powers, and Roger 
Sullivan, controlled the city of Chicago, and 
the republicans, led by Lorimer, Jamieson, 
and James Pease, controlled Cook county. 
The two parties never trespassed on each 
other’s preserves and eacH helped the other. 


* 
First Effort for Reform. 

The first work of the Chicago reformers 
was to purify the city council of its boodlers. 
Then Mr. Steffens takes up the episode of 
Yerkes and the gas and traction legislation. 
He describes the deal by which Powers, 
Gahan, and Sullivan got a franchise for the 
Ogden Gas company while Hopkins was 
mayor, with a view to selling out to’ the 
People’s company. At the same time Yerkes 
was working for a fifty year extension of 
traction franchise life. His first bill was 
vetoed by Gov. Altgeld, but under Tanner 
he got the Humphrey bills well on their 
way. The legislature passed the gas con- 
solidation bill, the boodle of which was pretty 
well confused with the boodle of the traction 
bills, and Mr. Steffens quotes at length 
“Doc” Jamieson’s explanation of how he 
made $40,000 on gas stock which John W. 
Gates margined for him. 

Chicago by this time was making such a 
hot fight on the Humphrey bill that Yerkes 
had to substitute the Allen bill, which Tan- 
ner finally signed. Then came Yerkes’ fight 
for an ordinance to make the Allen law ef- 
fective. He was defeated by Mayor Harrison 
and soon afterward his entire plot was ruined 
by the repeal of the Allen law. 

But the republican machine continued its 
deals with the corporations to loot the people 
for mutual profit, and that brings Mr. Stef- 
fens down to the fight madein the legislature 
last winter to get the Mueller law enacted. 
This Mr. Steffens treats at considerable 
length. 


That Mueller Bill Struggle. | 

** Chicago,” he says, “ was bound to have 
its enabling legislation. Yerkes was gone, 
but his representatives and successors and 
the Lorimer-Jamieson republican ring were 
bound to have no legislation. There was a 
new governor, Richard Yates, but Lorimer 
had led a convention stampede to nominate 
him and he was‘ with theparty.’ The situa- 
tion seemed to be in Lorimer’s hands when 
the representatives of the Municipal and 
Legislative Voters’ leagues, of the city coun- 
cil, and of all the candidates that were run- 


ning for mayor in the pending Chicago cam- | 


paign, looked it over at Springfield. : 

*“ Congressman. Lorimer, the boss, did not 
want to appear at Springfield, because he was 
running a ‘good business man’ for mayor 
on the republican ticket in Chicago, and his 
candidate was for traction legislation. But 
one of the city’s bills, drawn by Walter L. 
Fisher of the Municipal Voters’ league, was 
going through the senate. This was the 
Mueller bill, and the * combine,’ under the 
whip of the league, the Chicago newspapers, 
and public opinion generally, sent the meas- 
ure down to the house. Lorimer had to goto 
Springfield, and he took personal charge in 
the house.”’ 

Then Mr. Steffens described Lorimer’s 
work at Springfield, his declaration that the 
“Mueller bill was dead,” and his offering of 
the Lindly substitute bill. “It ts the Lind- 
ly ory or nothing,’’ was Lorimer’s announce- 
ment. 


Defeat of the Bosses. 

“The Chicago press,”’ Mr. Steffens con- 
tinues, “‘ had been telling the city and state 
all about the situation, and, with the Allen 
bill episode in mind, the organization legis- 
lators were anxious and weak. Chicago de- 
cided to reject the Lindly substitute and to 
fight its own boss on the floor of the house. 
With Sherman's ‘fighting forty’ and the 
democrats who were willing to help they had 
the votes, and all that they needed was a 
roll call. But the speaker, asked if he would 
allow one, refused to say. For two days 
there were skirmishes, and the voting shewed 
that the ‘ organization’ wasin a precarious 
conditién, but at last the speaker rose, pale, 
but with gavel in hand, to force the amend- 
ments to the Lindly bill.” 

Mr. Steffens describes that memorable 
scene in the house when each amendment 
was passed under the gavel until the indig- 
nant members charged toward the speaker. 
The speaker fied, the house reorganized with

Turning again to Illinois, Mr. Steffens tells 
of the efforts to rid the republican party of 
Lorimer-Jamieson control. He writes: 
“The Chicago reformers asked the repub- 
licans of Cook county and of Illinois to take 
away from them the control of the party 
and restore it to republicans who would rep- 
resent the common interest ofall the people 
of the state. The Chicago Daily News, Tux 
TRIBUNE, and the Record-Herald, the trusted 
newspapers that express public opinion in 
Chicago and (therefore, I think) wield that 
* power of the press " which so many journal- 
ists elsewhere are bemoaning the loss of, 
voiced a demand to have Charles 8. Deneen 
nominated Tor governor. 
“ Demeen is a Cook county republican lead- 


er, a politician, who associated for years with 
Lorimer and Jamieson. Chicago is not afraid 
of politicians. All the city’s best reform 
efforts have been directed, not to put refor~ 
mers in office, but rather to force the polj- 
ticlans to represent the people, and the 
“newspaper trust’ and the voters’ leagues 
are developing a class of politicians, not 
always sincere, who recognize that public 
opinion is a constant force in politics. 

*‘ Deneen is an honest man; I never heard 
his integrity questioned. He has been state's 
attorney since 1896, and his record is one of 
orderly, efMficient, fearless, @nd aggressively 
honest service. He did not go forth, Ifike 
Folk, seeking out corruption in all places, 
but he performed the duties that came to 
him with tireless, masterful energy, and 
there is a line of cells in one state prison 
so full of business men whom Deneen con- 
victed that it is called bankers’ row. De- 
neen is a remarkable man. But, for the sake 
of simplification, let us say only that he isa 
politician who believes that it is good politics 
to serve the public. | 


Pays a Tribute to Lowden. 

“That is all Chicago requires, and that 
made the issue in the republican party of 
THinois this summer. Deneen ran on it. 
He wanted to be governor, but he under- 
stood that the men who supported him were 
seeking to beat the Lorimer-Jamieson ring, 
which obelieves that the republican party 
exists to serve special interests. Lorimer 
and Jamieson understood this, too. Theres 
were other candidates. Gov. Yates, a shal- 
low, pompous person, sought a second term, 
but he thought Yates was the issue. Then 
there was an eloquent young lawyer, Frank 
O. Lowden, son-in-law of George M. Pull- 
man, who wants to be something prominent 
in politics, United States senator or gov- 
ernor. He is a ‘fine fellow,’ and he has 
more personal friends among the reform- 
ers and best citizens of Chicago than Deneen, 
but when he appeared as a candidate for the 
nomination the old ring backed him. not all 
his friends. Mr. Lowden is a ‘ safe man‘; 
he is the type that ‘fools’ most good cith 
2eRs. 

“ Having a ‘laudable ambition,’ he seeks 
an office, not an tissue, and he cannot undem 
stand why he should not ‘ welcome the sup- 
port of his party '; and when he achieves of- 
fice he cannot understand why he shouldnot 
support his party. The Lowdens. are the 
kind of men political bosses put up when the 
ring is on the verge of defeat and, being 
* good men,’ they cloud issues and save the 
rings. They do not mislead Chicago. That 
city saw through him to thering behind, and 
the republicans of Cook county sent to the 
convention a large majority of delegates in- 
structed for Deneen. Many of the delegates, 
and some of the ward leaders, were reluctant, 
and hankered for their old boss, but publie 
opinion held them to their instructions. 

“If Deneen, or, better still, if Chicago had 
made as careful a canvass of the country 
as Folk did of Missouri, I believe Illinois 
would have responded like Missouri. As it 
was, the republicans of Illinois did not de 
cide, The. country districts followed her 
leaders and the nomination was left to the 
convention: There were six or seven candl- 
dates. Yates, with his patronage built state 
organization; Lowden, with the old bosses, 
the special interests, and his money; ané Dé 
neen, with Cook county, the Chicago news 
papers, and the best public opinion—thes 
three led in strength, and a deadlock ensued 
which, for duration, was unprecedented 
the state. 


3 Federal Influence in State. 

* The efforts to break it developed the apex 
of the system. I said a while ago that the 
United States government was a part of the 
state and municipal systems of Illinois andé 
Chicago.

GREATLY DISAPPOINTS. 


Heavy Increase in County Revenue, 
Under New Law, Will Not Be Real- 
ized—More than 2,000 Cerporations 
Passed On and Additional Levy 
Amounts to Little More than $1,000,- 
000—Day Shows Gain of $10,000, Dry 
Goods Reporter Heading List. 


With the close of the first two weeks of 
the hearing of corporations by the board of 
review yesterday it was shown that the new 
capital stock assessment practically will fall 
fiat. The expected great increase in the tax 
revenue of the county from this source will 
not be realized. 

The capitalizations of more than 2 ,000 cor- 
porations have been passed on. The com- 
bined stock will reach into the hundreds of 


total of little more than $1,000,000. It ts 
probable the 3,000 concerns yet to be heard 
will not yield as much more. 

When the members of the board of review» 
started to assess the incorporated companies 
on the value of their capital stock in excess 
of the valuation of tangible property, in ac- 
cordance with the recent rulings of the Su- 
preme court, it was estimated that at least 
$50,000,000 would be added to the assessable 
showing of the county.

Roads, Because Dissatisfied with the 
Proposition of Lines East of Chiea-

ly War Is Expected in August—Party 
of Pere Marquette Officials Will Ar~ 
rive in Chicago Today. 


. Dissatisfied with the conditional rate prop. 
ositions being put forth by the Central Pas- 
senger association lines jin connection with 
the G. A. R. encampment at Boston the lines 
of the Western Passenger association have 
decided to fix no specific rates east of Chi- 
cage. 

This was determined upon at a meeting of 
the rate clerks of the association yesterday 
when it was decided to make the rates from 
all western territory to Boston on account 
of the encampment on the basis of one fare 
for the round trip in western territory, plus 
the rates tendered by the Central Passenger 
association. 

In the circular issued by the Central Pas+ 
senger association the rates named were 
$20.35 by the Michigan Central, Lake Shore, - 
and Fort Wayne line of the Pennsylvania 
system, and $17.75 by the Wabash, Grand 
Trunk, Erie, and Nickel Plate roads. 

There is much speculation as to what the 
situation will finally develop into, but the 
general opinion ts that there promises to be 
some lively rate cutting on Aug. 12, 18, and 
14, when the tickets are placed on sale. 

An official of one of the differential lines 
said yesterday: “We have reason to be- 
lieve that the standard lines have secretly 
been corttracting business below $20.35. This 
we cannot prevent, but if any of these lines 
offers openly a rate less than $20.85 to Boston 
we will maintain our differential no matter 
how low the rate goes.”

Relief from the burden affecting consumers 
unfortunately has been postponed and the 
ranks of the unemployed swelled rather than 
diminished.

forces of workers, while a better demand is 
seen in the markets for general merchandise 


and breadstuffs. 


‘Crop Outlook Is Excellent. 
Winter wheat harvesting being over, more 
attention is directed to other maturing erops 
in which the outlook is excellent for splendid 
returns to agriculturists. Mercantile collec- 


tions generally were satisfactory and fewer 


defaults occurred. 

Full activity prevailed at the rail mills and 
a larger output was made of structural steel, 
wire, and pig iron. Price schedules were 
steady for finished tron and became firmer in 
furnace product. Specifications for railroad 
requirements now are more numerous and 
much new business is impending. Farm im- 
plement and electric works are more active 
and make larger purchases of material, while 
needs for new building have continued strong, 
lumber dealings showing well. . 

Ghoe factories and other leather workers 
are running steadily, but tanners felt less 
preesure in the demand. ‘ 


Grain Prices Show Advance. 
Grain shipments—2,490,00 bushels—are 
88.2 per cent less than those of a year ago. 
The demand was stronger in flour and grain. 
Gompared with the closings of a week ago 
advances were made, in wheat % cent a 
bushel, th oats 14 cent, and in corn ¥% cent. 
_ Transactions in provisions were of fair 
yolume, with export buying better, and 
values were firm in pork and lard, but slight- 
ly :°Wer in ribs. Live stock receipts were 
largely curtailed owing to the strike of 
butchers and prices were irregular, closing 
2% cents higher for choice beeves, 5 cents 
lower for heavy hogs, and 50 cents lower for 
sheep.

TRADE PROSPECTS ARE BRIGHT. 


Dun and Bradstreet Find That Encour- 
aging Factors Predominate in 
Business World. 


New York, July 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
Encouraging factors predominate. Little 
definite increase is seen in the distribution 
of merchandise, but developments of the 
last week promise better things in the near 
future. The most tmportant influence for 
good is brighter crop prospect. For the 
present the best news comes from the large 
cities, where warm weather has stimulated 
Tetall trade in light weight fabrics, and job- 
bers report that orders from agricultural 
communities are much better than from 
manufacturing centers. There are still many 
complaints of slow collections. In the prin- 


cipal manufactufing branches there is still | 


much idle machinery, especiall¢ at cotton 
mills and iron plants, while most window 
glass producers will not resume until Sep- 
tember. Reports of railway earnings for 
July so far show only a small loss of 1.5 per 


- @ent, as comipared with the same period last 


year. 

In the textile markets the most important 
event is the decision of operatives at Fall 
River to go on strike next Monday against 
the reduction of 12 per cent in wages. Con- 
sidering the fact that there is little demand 
and stocks-of goods are ample for current 
needs, it is probable that the trade will not be 
seriously affected. 

In the woolen goods division the chief 
feature was the opening of new lines of men's 
wear at moderate advances, fully justified 
by the higher position of the raw material. 


As Viewed by Bradstreet.

‘progress by most crops strengthens the 
belief in favorable fall trade following 
the present season of comparative quiet 
and inactivity. Among the industries quiet-

{Eliot Gregory’s article noticed by Jeannette L. 
Glider, editor of Critic.] 


WAS just beginning to wonder what had 
become of Mr. Eliot Greggry, who writes 
over the name “ An Idiler,”’ when I picked 
up the advance sheets of thé August Cen- 
tury and found that the leading article 

is from his pen. Of course the subject deals 
with seciety—a subject that a great many 
people write about but few know at all; and 
even fewer, as well as Mr. Gregory knows it. 
He was born not only into “the four hun- 
dred” but into “the forty.’’ Although he 
writes satirically of the manners and morals 
of the smart set, they bear him no grudge, 
but read everything he writes and vie with 
one another to have him at their dinner 
tables. Mri Gregory is a young man who has 
sufficient means to live without working. He 
began by painting pictures, but more recent- 
ly he turned fo writing, in which he has dis- 
tinguished himself far more than with the 
brush. 

Mr. Gregory's first articles were printed in 
the New York Evening Post and signed “ An 
Idler.” They attracted attention from the 
first by their gentle satire and intimate 
knowledge of the subjects discussed. Before 
any of these articles had been printed pub- 
lishers were bidding for the privilege of pub- 
lishing them in book form. That pleasant 
distinction fell to the lot of Messrs. Scrib- 
ner, and the book had an unusual success for 
a book of its class. Since then Mr. Gregory 
has been writing for the magazines, notably 
the Century. His paper in the August num- 
ber is on “ Visiting in Country Houses,” and 
is a plea for the guest. It begins with this 
anecdote: 

“You slept well, bishop, I hope,” says 
hostess. | 

Bishop Jones, who 3 passed a sleepless 

night on a strangely Jumpy bed, murmurs a 
few vague words of politeness. As he is 
speaking, an expression of horror dawns on 
the woman’s face. 
- * Good gracious! Did I put you in the blue 
room? Why, all my silver is hid between the 
mattresses of that bed while the safe is being 
mended!” 

This veracious tale was told me once upona 
time by a venerable prelate, who added, with 
asigh: “It wasn’t a comfortable bed, that’s 
true, -but I have slept in worse. One sees 
some queer sides of life visiting about as we 
are forced to do. I semetimes think I should 
edit a book for the guidance of hostesses, on 
the lines of the complete letter writer. It 
might do an immense amount of good. If I 
ever do write it, the first chapter will begin: 
‘ All ladies who really care for the comfort 
of their guests should sleep at least one night 
a n in each of their spare rooms.’ When 
I think of the suffering that would be avoided 
were this simple custom to become general, 
I am tempted to begin on that volume at 
once.”’ 

Mr. Gregory speaks feelingly of the guest’s 
room. I think, however, he exaggerates. 
The guest’s room in most of the houses that 
he visits Iam sure is a charming place. There 
was a time when guest rooms were what he 
describes them; simply “‘ the family hospital 
for its aged and decrepit furniture and bric- 
&-brac.”’

“Te lady who ignores her guests is a 
| purely modern type, a product of our triple 
expansion existence, to be found mostly at 
Newport or other large watering places, An 
invitation to stay at her house means abso- 
lutely. nothing, and carries with it little 
obligation of any kind for either guest or 
hostess. The former is expected to bring 
his own servant, provide himself with a 
‘trap,’ and, above all, to hustle for his own 
invitations and amusements. No one wel- 
comes the newcomer on his arrival, for the 
family are all dining out or closeted in some 
far away drawing room playing ‘bridge’ 
and not to be disturbed. They and every 
one else in the building have engagements 
two weeks ahead for every waking hour 
of the twenty-four. A visitor may con- 
sider himself lucky if from time to time Hie 
catches a glimpse of some member of the 
household hufrying through the hallway or

As two or three people arrive and depart by 
each boat she is never quite sure who is 
under her roof for the moment. The other 
evening a man with whom I was chatting, 
at a small dance suddenly jumped up, say- 
ing: ‘Excuse me a moment.

The growth of the west is de- 
scribed more briefly, but even here an ade- 
quate picture of pioneer life is given. Con- 
stitutional questions are carefully discussed 
and in the matter of political issues dividing 
the country, conspicuous, and indeed phe- 
nomenal, fairness is displayed, Another un- 
usual thing is that the later years are givena 
space commensurate with their importance; 
instead of being huddled together in a few 
paragraphs at the end. The history is brought 
down to Feb. 23, 1904, and ends with a clear 
statement of the Panama cana] question. 
Few substantial inaccuracies are found*in 
the work—at most the misspelling of one or 
two proper names, occasional dogmatism on 
disputed points, and the extraordinary state- 
ment that the official name of the democratic 
party “is still democratic-republican.” An 
index covering more than sixty columns of 
fine print and an excellent brief bibliography 
enhance the value of the work. It is impos- 
sible to name any other single volume con- 
taining as complete, accurate, and generally 
satisfactory history of the United States. 
While too voluminous for class use in the 
public schools, it would be a valuable book for 
supplementary reading, and in the small 
towns and remote hamilets from which per- 
haps our governing statesmen will tontinue 
to come this volume may serve as a store- 
house of information for the future leader. 
“THE STANDARD OF PRONUNCIA- 
TION IN ENGLISH,” by Prof. Thomas R. 
Lounsbury (Harper & Bros.), might have 


that on snakes in Ireland. But since many 
people insist that there is a standard of pro- 
nunciation in English, and that they know 
what that standard is, Prof. Lounsbury gen- 
tly but firmly and withal wittily sets them 
right. The artificial or improvised standard 
placed on a pedestal by makers of diction- 
aries is exposed as a humbug, and the fickle 
nature of popular support of this or 
that pronunciation is illustrated. It seems 
Strange that men should ever have been re- 
proved for pronouncing July with the accent 
on the second syllable, or balcony with the 
accent on the first. Walker observes that 
cucumber “ seems too firmly fixed in the 
sound of cowcumber to be altered,” and that 
asparagus instead of sparrowgrass “ has an 
air of stiffness and pedantry.”’ All this has 
changed in spite of the dictionaries, 

That the first pronouncing English diction- 
aries should have been written by Scotchmen 
and Irishmen, and the most widely aiffused 
later ones by Americans simply shows that 
cultivated Knglishmen were slow to realize 
the importance of recording their own pro- 
nunciation. But the battle of standards’ 
seems even more fierce when it is observed 
that cultivated Englishmen differ hopeless- 
ly among themselves. There is a dispute as 
to the fact; no one can say without fear of 
contradiction what actually is the pronun- 
ciation of a word; nor has he any authority 
to say what it should be. The one tendency 
to be recognized is the conforming more and 
more to the written word, and hence there is 
hope that if ever phonetic spelling is adopted 
by the great publishing houses those words 
where there is now a variance will come to be 
pronounced the same by all. | 

Prof. Lounsbury’s book is amusing as well 
as instructive, and worth reading, especially 
by those who pride themselves with an un- 
reasonable and offensive pridé on their or- 
thoepic impeccability. |
